Stack of Pennies 
Used to Raise Seats 
In Madison Theater 


One of the most novel uses to 


which pennies have ever been 
put was discovered at the Grand, 
theater this morning. Theater 
carpenters were at work chang- 
ing the elevation and degree of 
slope of the seats. 
The "seats at the Grand have 


always been sort of uncomfort- 
able," F. J. McWilliams, man- 
ager said today. 
They 
were 


fastened level to the floor, 
•which has big slope. There was 
a tendency to slide forward in 
your seat and the angle was 
such that the eye if held in a 
normal position, fell about three. 
feet below the bottom of the 
picture.. People constantly tip- 
ped back their heads to ease 
their ey«s and this left their 
bodies in an uncomfortable po- 
sition." 


No wooden blocks or metal 


strips will be used to change the 
degree of inclination. Pennies— 
ordinary United States coppers 
—will serve the purpose. It will 
take about 9,000 of them to do 
the work, a cost of $90. Wood- 
en blocks would not serve the 
purpose half so well, says Mr. 
McWilliams. The slant, to a 
fraction of an inch, can be ob- 
tained by pennies. Two stacks 
of the coppers will be .placed

[oyt holding that Dairy and Food 
lommissioner Emery would not be 
n contempt of court in preventing 
lie sale of glucose products in Wis- 
onsin that are not properly labelled. 


For several ye»ra an injunction 


las been in effect restraining the 
lairy and food commissioner from 
treventinj? the sale of glucose prod- 
icts on the ground that it was an 
nterference with interstate com- 
nerce. The gist of the opinion of 
itotrney General Hoyt is to the ef- 
ect that wben a can is on the gro- 
er's shelf that it is tio longer in 
nterstate commerce and therefore 
ubject to the laws of Wisconsin.

But there is no large or comprehensive plan for expansion 


during the coming two years. We hope that thjey will see the 
completion of the process of adjustment of the university to 
post war conditions of numbers and of demand for teaching 
along established lines. 


Thus the appaopriations for operating the university are 


adequate, but the appropriations for buildings represent only 
a fraction of the needs, and the condition of the institution is 
rapidly getting worse in regard to space and in regard to those 
aspects of education that depend on space. : 


But the financial conditions that prevented the legislature 


from entering on large building projects for any department are 
well known, and the university has gone,so many years without 
adequate additions to buildings that only large projects could 
meet its needs. 


The appropriation bill for the university carries about $5)T 


000,000 for each year of the coming biennium. Of this sum, 
something more than $3,600,000 comes from the state at large 
for 1921-22 and a somewhat smaller sura for 1922-23. The re- 
mainder nearly $1,500,000 comes from *tudent fees, sales of 
farm products, the U. S. Government and other agencies. 


During the past three years the university has increased 


greatly in its size rising from 4,500 students in 1917 to 7,100 in 
1920. It is not expected, however, that this marked rise will 
be repeated, but rather that there will be a steady growth due 
to the increase in the number of graduates from high schools 
of the state. 


The university is also fortunate in having been able to re- 


tain practically all of its leading professors, men whose names 
and accomplishments have added much to the fame of the insti- 
tution. An appropriation sufficient for immediate needs will 
permit continued broad activity which is an inducement to the 
faculty members. 
' 


Scarcely any salary increases were included in the budget 


accepted by the legislature. 
The increase granted in 1918 


brought the general level up to that of other universities and 13 
being maintained.

In his first message Gov. Blame

3rd that a large 
percentage left school ai soon M 
thay were 14. Eu s,lso pointed oat 
that the positions tbese young chi - 
dren entered were moitly "blind al- 
ley jobs." 
"The net 
effect," 
h« 


stated, 'is a denial of a fair oppor- 
tunity to these children of the poof, 
and 'he urged that the legislatUM 
"break the causal 
connection be- 


tween child labor and lack of educa- 
tion by 'keeping children in school 
while the school* are in session.' He 
urged that the lower age limit dur- 
inc which children may be employed 
;n industry during the school year 
should be raised, that newspaper ad- 
vertising for permit-children be »top- ( 
pcd, 
and that the child labor law 


be codified and strengthened. 


These recommendations .have all- 


become law. 
Chapter 323 provide! 


that hereafter child labor permit* 
for work during the school pear may 
be issued only to children who have 
completed the eighth grade or who 
have atetnded school nine years. . 


Chapter 340 prohibits all newspa- 


per advertising for the services of 
children during school terms .and 
school hours, for which employmenti 
a child labor permit is required. ThU 
bill also prohibits solicitation 
by 


paid agents in the schools or homei 
of the state of children to l«avt 
school to enter industry. No other 
state has as yet enacted a law of 
this kind. 


The child labor law has been codi- 


fied in Chapter 434. Previously th« 
child labor law has been difficult to 
interpret because at each session 'Ol 
the legislature

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I The Bankers At The White House 
! 
Committee of 48 in Statement On Visit of Financiers to 


I 
Washington 


0 OMMENTLNG upon the Bankers' Conference with President 
L Harding on May 26th, J. A. H. Hopkins, Executive Chair- 
man of the COMMITTEE OF 48, said recently: 


"Th* fact that the administration has called its 'Executive 


Committee' together to bring about an understanding between 
the Government and the financial interests which will insure a 
latlsfactory handling' of our affairs is, an open confession that 
•a amall proup controls our natural resources, transportation, in- 
luatry and credit, stifles competition prevents equal opportunity 
»f development for all, and thus dictates the conditions under 
which we live.' 


"The bankers who attended the White House Conference 


were: J. P. Morgan of J. P. Morgan & Co.; Charles H. Sabin, 
President of the Guaranty Trust Company; Paul Warburg; 
James A. Alexander, President of the National Bank of Com- 
merce; C. E. Mitchell, President of the National City Bank; 
William Kent of the Bankers' Trust Co.; all of New York; Ben- 
jamin Strong. Governor of the New York Federal Reserve Bank, 
and H. C. McEldouney of the Union Trust Company of Pitts- 
burgh. 


"This personnel bears a remarkable resemblance (allowing 


for the lapse of time) to the group named by the Puj^ Congres- 
sional Committee several years ago, as those who "bring about 
the concentration and control of money and credits.' 


"It reminds one very forcibly of Roosevelt's letter to Harri- 


man In October 1904, in which he said: 'If you think there is 
•ny danger of your visit to me causing trouble, of course give up 
the visit for the time being; and then, a few weeks hence, before 
1 write my message, I shall get you to come down to discuss 
certain government matters.' 


"But in those days presidents were wary of too open intim- 


. ncy with Trust Magnates—now this intimacy has become an ac- 
cepted fact. We are frankly told that 'It is the hope of Presi- 
dent Harding and his advisers that out of last night's confer- 
ence and those which are to follow a definite understanding may 
be reached on the general principles which will guide the Gov- 
ernment and the financial interests.' 


"Do the people of America share this hope? Are they anx- 


ious to see the control of credit still further narrowed and tight- 
ened? Do they want our transportation system 'financed* out 
of existence? Are they desirous of having our fuel supply still 
further curtailed? Do they believe that the solution of our dif- 
ficulties ties in re-establishing the bread lines and liquidating 
labor?' And finally, do they want the seat of Government defin- 
itely and* permanently anchored in Wall Street? 


"The President and the Congress are elected by the people 


and charged by them with the duty of administering the Gov- 
ernment. The tax assessments for their salaries alone exceeds 
$1,000,000 each year. Mileage, allowance and other expenses 
too numerous to mention add enormously to this figure. 


"We have the right to expect that our duly elected repre- 


sentative* will at least endeavor to discharge their obligations, 
but President Harding has taken it upon himself to abdicate in 
favor of eight Eastern bankers. 


"They arc the tribunal with whom a 'definite understand- 


ing* will be reached as to the 'general principles' which will pre- 
vail In the administration of our Governmental affairs. 


"It would not be surprising to find that when the next Con- 


ference is held President Harding will be invited to the Morgan 
offices instead of Mr. Morgan being jnvited to the White House. 
Stranger things have happened. In any event, those who are 
today suffering from the widespread industrial and agricultural 
srtringency should realize that they must rely upon the tender 
mercies of Wsill Street instead of looking t<> Washington to re- 
lieve their distress. 


"This gives peculiar significance to the COMMITTEE ef 


48's assertion that our only chance for relief lies in the breaking 
up /of this control through a new politkal party."
